But no 
fault can be found with the colour it ſelf thatwe uſe, which is 
Black; for that colour is without offence uſually worn by the

their Faces ; for the ancientHiſtories will tell them, that the 
uſe which thoſe Heathen Britains and Pits (of whom 7ulizs 
Ceſar among others makes mention) made of ſuch painting 
and figuring of their Bodies,was not out of any Pride or Wan- 
tonnels to allure others to loye or admire them, as theſe our 
Mag-pies now do, but rather to make them look more terrible 
in + 4 Wars, as {ſar conceived ; For the cultome of the old 
Britains and Picts in.thole times was (as Tac:tms and venera- 
ble Bede obſerve) that they made no difference of ſex for the 
Soveraign command, yea and they uſed to war under the con- 
du& of women ; andthis we may find to be ſo by 'the exam- 
ple of Bx1dxica Queen of the 7cexi, a noble Britiſh Lady of 
thoſe times, who like another Pentheſilea furens, dreaded not to 
encounter the yaliant Romans withan Army of 230000. Bri- 
tains, h1ying before ſlain of the Romans z0000.in the City of 
| Verulam: And theſe undaunted Viragoes are uſually pi&ared 
as well as the men in their war-like habits, who Ki ouſed to 
paint themſelyes with the heads of Tygers, Griffins, and ſuch 
other fierce Beaſts, as the men did, t9 itrike a terrour alſo into 
their enemies, for to make themſelyes ſeem fair had been ra- 
ther to encourage then affright them ; The Virgins alſo did 
onely hots themſelyes, not for terrour, but for pleaſure, with .

Jalon, Robes, whether eyer he ſaw the like before ? Yes, ſaid Solon, 


the attire of Peacocks and Parrots ſeem to me more glorieus, 
for that theirs is natural. | 
Let then every one ſubmit to Nature, which no man oughtr- 
to.corre&, nor can long reſtrain, but it will ſoon reyert, as 
the old ſaying is, Qmicquid Natura dedit corrigere nefas eft,It is

Our Engliſh Ladies, faith he,' who ſeem to haye borrowed 
ſome of their Coſmetical Conceits from barbarous Nations, 
-are ſeldome known to be contented with a face of Gods ma- 
king; for they are adding, detraQing or altering, continually, 


having many Fucuſles in readineſfe for the fame purpoſe : 


Sometimes they think they haye roo much colour, then they 
uſe art to make them look pale and fair ; now they have too 
little colour, then Spaniſh Paper, red Leather, and other Coſ- 
metical Rubricks muſt be had : yet for all this it may be the 
Skins of their faces do not pleaſe them ; off they go to Mercu- 


ry-water, and ſo they remain like peel'd Ewes, untill their fa-. 


ces haye recovered a new Epidermis. 

Our Ladies here, faith the Door, have lately entertained 
a yain cuſtome of ſpotting their faces, out of an affeRation of 
a Mole to ſet off their beauty, ſuch as Venus had ; and it will, 
if one black Patch wilLſerye to make their faces remarkable ; 
for ſome fill their viſages full of thern, yaried into all manner 
of ſhapes and figures, 


This is as odious and as ſenſlefle an affectation as eyer was 


uſed by any barbarous Nation in the world ; and I doubt our 


Ladies that uſe them are not-well adyiſed of the effet they 
work ; for theſe Spots in fair Faces adyantage not Beauty, as 
they ſuppoſe, becauſe contraries compared and placed neare 
one another ſhew their luſtre more plainly, but becauſe it 
gives Envy fatisfation, which takes pleaſure in defeQss, or by 
reaſon it takes away that aſtoniſhment which inſtead of de- 
lighting confounds, not that imperfe&ion can make perfect, 
or that the defe& can encreaſe beauty, and therewith delight, 
for theſe Spots in a beautiful face adde not grace to a yiſage , 


- norencreaſe delight ; they entertain it becauſe they extin- 


iſh and then renew it, &c. A woman the more curious ſhe 
15 about her face, the more carelefle about her houſe, the re- 
pairing of the one being the ruining of the other, which makes 
Guſman cry'even out,O filthineſs above ak other filthineſs;O affront 
above all other affrents, that God having given thee one face, thoid 
ſhonlaſt abuſe his Image and make thy ſelf another !

Painting bath ſo long eſcaped penal Laws, both of the Church 


and State, which haye been very ſevere againſt the exceſſive 


vanity of Apparel, and the effeminate trimmiug of hair : and 
the wonder is the greater how it hath eſcaped Eccleſiaſtical 
cenſure, fince all the Fathers of the Church haye. ſtrongly in- 
veighed againſt forced and teigned beanty, and this practice 
of introducing other hues then the blood naturally affords, &c. 
God would not (faith a grave and learned Diyine) have the 
face mangled and torne, but then he would not have it 
varniſhed with foreign complexions : It is ill when it is not 
our own blood that appears in our cheeks ; it may do-ſome 
ill offices of blood, it may tempr, bur it gives oyer whervit 
ſhould do a good office of blood, it cannot bluſh ; God would 
not haye us disfigure our face with-ſad countenances in Faſting \ 
and other Diſcipline, nor would have us go about to marre his 
work, or to do Fs laſt work (which he hath reſeryed to him- 
ſelf in beayen) here on eartb,that is,to-plorifie our bodies with 
facb additions here, as though we would need no plorificati- 
on there. Thus DoQor- Donne. In the invention of black Pat- 
ches the French ſkewed their wity pride, which could fo cun- 
ningly turn Botches into Beauty, and make uglinefſe hand- 
ſome ; yer in point of phantaſticalnefle we may excuſe that 
Nation,as having taken up the faſhion rather for neceſlity then 
noyelty, inaſmuch as thoſe French Pimples haye need of a 
French Plaifter.

I greatly pity the fooliſh pride and vanity of theſe filly wo- 
men, who yoluntarily bring ſhame on themſelyes by their 
peeviſhneſſe, in flighting the prudent advice and wholfome 
counſel and ſolid reaſons which the zealous holy Fathers of the 
Primitive Church, and other learned and pious Divines, haye 
ſet before them, wbich. if they would duly conſider and re- 
ard, they would, no coubt, fee their own errours,and be per.

But if there be.no remedy dut that they will fill continue in 
their old courſes, and fit in the ſeat of Scorners, deſpifing all 
good admonition, though for their own welfare, I-ſhall nor 
then endeayour to make a Blackmoor white, but muſt leave 
them to the care and correction of the Magiſtrate, who fore- 
ſeeing the danger ofthe contagious infection of their diſeaſe, 
that is likely to encreaſe by toleration, if nat in time preyent- 
ed, will doubtlefle no longer connive theceat, but will ſpeedi- 
ly take ſuch a courſe to reduce them to a conformity with ci- 
vil people, as the ftri& courſe of the Law ſhall preſcribe ;

If I haye rubbed too hard upon your Sores, you know that 
foul Spots, eſpecially upon fair Subje&s, are not ſlightly rub- 
bed out, but will require much and hard imprefſion : Remem- 
ber this, Thar never any one diſcreet man praiſed you for your 
patched faces, and alſo think how many daily diſpraiſe you 
for the ſame, 

Having thus decyphered this new Mold of ſpotted Faces, I 
ſhall for a Farewell ſalute theſe black ones, with a few rude 
Rythmes, which may peradyenture be more acceptable to ' 
chem then Proſe, becauſe commonly ſuch more delight in 
Rythme then in Reaſon,and therewithall I ſhall conclude this
